The  Deputy  Returning  Officer  who  will 
preside  at  the  respective  polling- 
places, — 

and  shall  before  the  date  of  nomination  fur¬ 
nish  the  Returning  Officer  and  each  Deputy 
Returning  Officer  with  a  copy  of  the  list  of 
voters  and  otherwise  arrange  for  the  holding 
of  the  election. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  the  election  herein 
provided  the  Clerk  shall  prepare  a  list  of 
voters,  taking  cognizance  of  the  records  of  the 
Land  Registry  Office  as  of  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April,  1946,  and  shall  include  therein,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  name  of  each  qualified  owner  entitled 
to  vote,  the  name  of  each  qualified  householder 
and  each  qualified  holder  of  a  subsisting  trade 
licence  who  shall  have  lodged  with  him  before 
five  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  last  day  of 
April  aforesaid  an  appropriate  statutory 
declaration  in  form  and  substance  satisfactory 
to  the  Clerk. 

4.  The  qualifications  of  voters  shall,  except 
as  modified  herein,  be  those  applicable  in  city 
municipalities  as  set  out  in  the  “  Municipal 
Elections  Act  ”  or  the  “  Public  Schools  Act,” 
as  the  case  may  be.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

109.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  mav  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬
